The Palm Beach county toni- 
mission Monday > moved to pur- 
chase government equipment, in- 
cluding a dragline and road con- 
struction machinery, obtained last 
fall following the September 17 
hurricane. 

County Engineer J. M. Boyd 
was authorized to negotiate with 
the FWA for the purchase of this 
equipment, and it was reported 
that the government had placed a 
price of about $27,000. on the ea- 
tire lot of machinery. 

Authority to advertise for bids 
to repair the courthouse roof was 
granted. to County Engineer J. M. 
Boyd by the commission after the 
engineer reported that leaks had 
recently caused water to drain 
down the walls in certain sections 
of the building. Boyd estimated 
that the repair job would amount 
to approximately $1,300. 

The commission authorized the 
re-employment of A. A. Weybrecht 
as assistant county engineer. His 
duties will be largely confined to 
assisting County Engineer J. M. 
Boyd with the vast amount of 
work entailed in the - $3,600,000 
road and bridge improvement pro- 


gram recently assured this county 


by the state. Weybrecht was for- 


.Mmérly assistant county engineer 


and resigned .during war time to 
enter the armed forces, where he 
spent four years, according to 
Commissioner Lake Lytal, West 
Palm Beach, who recommended

Asking Increase 
Rates State-Wide 


Claiming that increased rates 
are necessary to meet today’s costs 
and render good service in Flori- 
da, E. C. Bowen, district manager 
of the Southern Bell Telephone 
Co., today revealed his company 
has asked the State Railroad and 
Public Utilities Commission to 
boost telephone rates in tttis cotn- 
tv, as well as other sections of tae 
State. 

In filing: their schedule of rate 
boosts, Mr. Bowen said, the com- 
pany asked the State Commission 
to authorize the new rates teni- 
porarily under bond effective im- 
mediately. 

Mr. Bowen said West Palm

TALLAHASSEE—“The . realiza- 
tion of a 400-year dream” is the 
‘descriptive term for the great Cen- 
tral.and South Florida flood éon- 
trol project sed by Col. A. G. 
Matthews, clef engineer of the 
State Division of Water Survey 
and Research. ' 

“We know that even the Indians 
‘dug primitive ditches for their 
canoes. And we know that the 
Spaniards speculated on the pos- 
sibility of a drainage project in 
that area,” Matthews explains. 

Buckingham Smith, of St. Au- 
gustine, probably among the earl- 
iest and certainly one of the most 
enthusiastic champions of the de- 
velopment of South Florida and the 
Everglades, reported in 1884 a 
“faint tradition” that the Span- 
jards contemplated flood- control 
‘works for the Glades in the mid- 
eighteenth: century. ¥ 

Smith.made the obsérvation in 
his Everglades report: to the Sen- 
ate Committee oh Public Lands in
